H. Long*worth, a 
Congregationalist minister, and twice 
took him to the la c e rs home in an 
automobile/so that he might "get the 
lay of the land," brit that he had de­ 
clined to act for Bouk Us in that ca­ 
pacity. 
"H a rry the Greek," he said, 
expected him to take the clergym an’s 
life in return for the payment of a 
fine of $450 by the bootlegger, and 
that Le offered him in addition an au­ 
tomobile and $500 in money. 
Witness said the conspiracy a sa ret 
Longsworth was engendered because 
ft' the clergym an’s activities against 
bootleggers, 
lie 
averred, 
however, 
that HOU kl is had never mentioned for­ 
mer S a fe ty Director E. E. Curtis as 
being a party to the plot. 
Boukit* 
had told the governor that Curtis had 
"“ordered" the death of the preacher 
and that they had made prelim inary 
arrangem ents for the killing. 
Other witnesses 
eorroborated 
the 
testimony of "H a rry the Greek,*' that 
they paid him for protection. 
None, 
however, were able to connect Direc­ 
tor Curtis with the transactions. 
J. M. 
Pi Ichor* city detective, an­ 
other witness for 
the 
prosecution, 
testified there arc no vice 
dene, in 
Canton and that Director Curtis had 
ordered him to arrect women found 
loitering. 
Many arrests were made 
for violations of the liquor law, and 
“ in many respects,” he .said, the city 
w as cleaner under the administration 
o f Director Curtis '. an ever before in 
his 17 years’ experience as a police 
officer. 
Three m inisters called 
to testify 
against Curtis were general in their 
accusations. 
Two condemned the ad­ 
ministration and the third refused to 
attempt to fix the responsibility.
